A circumftance happened at Douay fome years 
ago, which marks the hone/t unguarded effufions of 
the military character, even more than Uncle To- 
by’s celebrated oath. —~——-A_ Scots gentleman of 
the name of Grant, who had retired into France, 
after the battle of Culloden, with many others of 
his brave but infatuated countrymen, was remark- 
able for giving into all the gaieties and fathionable 
diffipations of that volatile people. Being, however, 
as much di(tinguifhed for a liberal, generous, and 
focial difpofition, he ftood in the higheft efteem with 
all the unfortunate exiles, whom the fame miftaken 
notions of loyalty had expatriated. Captain Grant 
was vifited in the height of his pleafurable career by 
one of thofe fudden admonitions, at times fo necef- 
fary to remind a gallant accomplifhed young cavalier 
that he is no more than mortal. He was feized 
with a violent fever, which, in his own opinion, as 
well as that of his phyfician, was likely to put a pe- 
riod to his life. In order to prepare for the awful 
moment, which he apprehended was thortly to ar- 
rive, he fent to his Uncle Abbe Grant, who was 
hen fuperior of the Scots College at Douay, and 
received from his hands the facrament, and other ri- 
tuals of the church, in a very penitent manner. 

Juft as the Abbe had quitted his nephew, after 
performing this laft and melancholy office, Dr Mac 
Kernan, the Superior of the Irifh College, with 
whom, notwithftanding his rakifh charaéter, Captain 
Grant had been always a particular favourite, called 
to fee how he did. Upon entering the room, and 
asking his friend how he found himfelf ? the Cap- 
tain replied, in a very ferious tone, ** Ah, my dear 
« Doétor, I feel my mind now at eafe, for I truft 
«© I have made my peace’ with God, and I’ll be 
‘* damned if ever we fall out again.” ‘The good 
Doétor, who perfectly knew that his friend had-not 
the moft diftant idea of impiety in this curious 
fpeech, fmiled, and only anfwered, he wifhed they 
may long continue upon fuch good terms; but fin- 
cerely hoped that they may not fettle accounts for a 
long time to come.

A critical hiftory of the feven years war. This 


. great warrior has in this, as in many other traits of 
hig conduct, adapted the example of the be(t writer 


aed commander Rome ever produced. Like Ce- 
far. in ,his Commentaries, as he modeftly ftiled his 
elegant hittory of his war with the Gauls, the great 
Frederick. has {poken of himfelf, and pointed out 
his faults with as much partiality as any future 
hiftorian of candour could pollibly do. 

His Majefty, it appears, took the trouble of tran- 
{eribing this work two different times. We may 
therefore well prefume, confidering the accuracy 
which diftinguithes his ftyle, and the prodigious 
depth of his underftanding, that this will not be one 
of the leaft glorious of his works. _ 

The fecond is entitled Interefting Memoirs on 
the events which paffed between the peace conclu- 
ded at Hubertfbourg, till the war of 1778.
